No Deal in Tinseltown: 
Mouse-Frog Merger Off

LOS ANGELES — The Walt 
Disney Company and the family of 
Jim Henson, the puppeteer who 
created the popular Muppet char- 
acters, said they were calling off 
Disney's planned acquisition of 
Henson Associates because the two 
Sides could not come to terms. 

The announcement ended a year 
and a half of negotiations to fave 
Kermit the Frog, Miss Piggy and 
other Mu join the Disney 
family of Mickey Mouse, Donald 
Duck and others. The talks were 
complicated by the death of Mr. 
Henson in May from pneumonia. 

No price for the purchase had 
been disclosed, but Wall Street and 
Hollywood analysts valued the deal 
at $100 million to $150 million. 

When the acquisition was an- 
nounced in August 1989, Disney's 
chairman, Michael Ὁ. Eisner. de- 
scribed the purchase of the Muppet 
characters and an accompanying 
agreement on joint productions as 
“a business association made in 
arpa heaven.” 

But tations dragged on, 
and the death of Mr. Henson. 53. 
led to a series of basic disagres- 
ments on how to proceed and at 
what price, entertainment industry 
executives and analysts said. 

For Disney. the allure of Henson 
Associates came not only from the 
Muppets and the films and televi- 
sion programs in which they were 
featured. but also from gaining ac- 
cess to Mr. Henson's lively imagi- 
nauion. 

The original agreement was to 
include a long-term contract for his 


“creative services,” and Disney's 
willingness to pay a premium prob- 
ably diminished with his death, en- 
tertainment executives said. 

Henson Associates is family 
owned, and several of Mr. Hen- 
son's five children have been ac- 
tively involved in its various pro- 
jects. When it came time to 
renegotiate the deal after Mr. Hen- 
son’s death. they are said to have 
balked at any change that would 
have meant a decrease in the com- 

j's value. 

“We're hearing that the kids kept 
wanting more and more.” one in- 
dustry executive said. “Finally, 
Eisner said enough is enough and 
backed ou” 

A statement issued Thursday in 
the family’s name said, “Unfortu- 
nately, after 18 months of negotiat- 
ing, the companies could not reach 
a mutually satislactory agree- 
ment 

Although negotiations had been 
stalled for several months and ru- 
mors of the deal's collapse had 
been circulating in Hollywood. 
Disney was proceeding as if the 
Muppets were alrendy ἃ part of 
their gallery of characters.

The journalists, speaking by tele- 
phone from the capital, Tirana, 
said that tanks moved into the cen- 
tral city of Elbasan after rioters 
burned buses and wucks, looted 
shops and smashed windows. 
According to one of the journal- 
ists, there was also unrest Friday in 
the town of Durres, and there were 
reports of disturbances in another 
coastal town, Saranda, after vio- 
lence this week in (wo other places. 
The unrest came a day after 
fighting in the northern city of 
Shkoder between soldiers and 
armed demvnstrators a the 
Communist Party newspa ἐπὶ 
Popullit said left 10 injured < on the 
two sides. There were 30 arrests, 
according to Albanian newspapers. 
{fo Elbasan, about 1,000 rioters 
yelling “Democracy!” and “Free- 
dom!” vandalized’ buildings and 
looted stores Friday. a source re- 
ported by telephone from Tirana. 
The demonsirators — most of 
them workers at a steel plant in 
Elbasan, the country’s third-largest 
city with a population of $1,000 — 
destroyed 1 movie theater and sev- 
eral bookstores. the source said. 
Albanian newspapers published 
ἃ Statement Friday ὃν the Demo- 
cratic Pasty of Albania, the coun- 
try's first opposition party, con- 
demning civil violence as an 
obstacle to democratic change.

supplies to Moscow be maintained. 

‘The decrex. designed to strength- 
en the floundenng central econo- 
my. is a clear rebuke to republics 
that have struck trade deals with 
each other, and with foreign coun- 
tries, without the approval of the 
Kremlin. 

Με. Gorbachev also issued 2 
presidential decree declaring that 
Stale enterprises must honor their 
contracts through the first quarter 
of 1991 and not reduce their sup- 
plies. Countless enterprises have 
reneged on deliveries, especially to 
Moscow, because of a range of po- 
litical and economic grievances. 

Mr. Gorbachev's decrees are 
part of his campaign in recent 
weeks to assure conservatives espe 
cially thal he intends to use
